The National Disgrace.

poor houses ot the country, and hundreds 
of soldiers' widows and children struggling

Whether so intended or not the picture 


drawn by the (llobe is a severe arraign- 
ment ot the President who has decreed 
that this national disgrace shall not be 
remedied. 
The more the action ol the 


President Is studied in this case the hard- 
er It is to reconcile it with bis past profes- 
sions of sympathy for the unfortunate men 
who are to-day made to suffer the humilia- 
tion of depending on the charity of others 
for their support. The New York Sun, 
which approves the veto, says that the 
President made a complete change of front 
to do it, and insists that the bill vetoed is 
substantially what he proposed in his sec- 
ond annual message. lie even goes so far, 
it says, as to select a passage from hie mes; 
sage to Congress in which he might be 
said to have made the first rough draft of 
the Dependent Pension bill, and then ar- 
gues that the ideas there expressed are not 
reproduced in this rejected enactment, not- 
withstanding that ninety-nine persons out 
ot every hundred w i l l be unable to perceive 
any 
material 
difference between them. 


That there may be no mistake about this 
matter we republish the following extract 
from the President's message of Decem- 
ber 1886: 


Every consideration ol fairness and just- 


irr to our ex-soldiers, and the protection of 
the patriotic instinrt of our citizens from 
perversion and violation, point to the adop- 
tion of a pension system broad an$ compre- 
hensive enough Co cover every contingency, 
and which shall m*ke unnecessary an ob- 
jectionable volume of special legislation. 


A* long as we adhere to the principle of 


granllnx pensions for .service, and disabil- 
ity as the result of service, the allowance 
of pensions should be restricted to cases 
pri-seoting these features. 


Kvery patriotic heart responds to a ten- 


der consideration for those who, having 
served their country long and well, are re.- 
il'ic'd t<> destitution and dependence, not as 
a»i inci'lntt of their service, but icith advanc- 
ing tiy> or through sickness or misfortune.

Yielding to no one in the de- 


*irf to indulge this feeling of considera- 
tion, 1 i-unnot rid myself of the conviction 
thtt il the<e ex-soldiers are to be relieved, 
M'y dud their cause are entitled to the ben- 
eiit i,f an enactment, under trhich relief may 
t>e claimed as a right, and that such relief 
Ahnuid be granted under the sanction of law, 
nut in evasion of it; nor should such 
worthy ol'jccts of care, all equally entitled, 
be remitted to the unequal operation of 
sympathy, or the tender mercies of social 
aud political influence with their unjust 
dscrlminatlons. 


The bill he has just refused to sign was 


in the direct line of the above declarations 
as w i l l readily be seen by the most casual 
observer. 
It now remains for the cham- 


pions of the Administration to explain this 
change of front.
